Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was discussed: Examiner 
contacted Applicant regarding Applicant's after-final amendment filed 1/21/2009. Claims 33-37 were substantial 
duplicates of Claims 9-14. Additionally, Applicant presented new Claim 38 which recited the limitaitons of previous 
Claims 6 and 7, but Claim 7 was previously objected to as allowable based on its dependency on objected Claim 5 
(which recited the allowable subject matter) and not on Claim 6. Consequently, Applicant submitted proposed 
amendments cancelling Claims 32-40 and adding new Claims 41-49 which recite the subject matter in previous Claim 
9 (which was objected to by examiner as allowable). Examiner asserted that Claims 41-49 were proper and the 
application, when the proposed amendments were entered, would place the application in condition for allowance.
